The accounts came as separate groups of British and 
American hostages arrived in London following their re- 
lease Tuesday. The 32 Britons and 14 Americans were 
among hundreds of Westerners held by Iraq since it in- 


vaded Kuwait on Aug. 2. 


In Saudi Arabia, King Fahd expressed his “firm and 
unchangeable” stand that Iraq should withdraw from 
Kuwait unconditionally. It was the second day the Saudis 
had sought to quell reports that they want Kuwait to grant 
territorial concessions to Baghdad to prevent war.

SALT LAKE CITY — As if po- 
litical pressures, worldwide skepti- 
cism and demands for review aren’t 
headache enough, di- 
rectors of Utah’s cold 
fusion research now 
can’t find their top sci- 
entists. 

They not only don’t 
know the whereabouts 
of electrochemists B. 
Stanley Pons and Mar- 
tin Fleischmann, they 
can’t say if the pair will 
return. 

“That, at the present 
time, is not clear to us,” Fritz Will, 
director of the National Cold Fusion 
Institute at the University of Utah, 
said Wednesday. 

“We have tried to be in communi- 
cation with both of them via the fax 
machine and the phone. We have 
been totally unsuccessful,” Will 
said. 

Their absence casts more uncer- 
tainty over the much-maligned 
Utah cold fusion program, which 
was launched with the pair’s stun- 
ning announcement on March 23, 
1989, that they had achieved a sus- 
tained nuclear fusion reaction at 
room temperature. 

Depending on the source, Pons is 
rumored to be working in Japan, 
soliciting funding for his research in

Pons’ son, Jon, was withdrawn 
last week from the second 
grade at Rosslyn Heights 
Elementary. His teacher, 
Charlotte Cundick, said 
Wednesday she received 
a letter from the family 
which “told me that they 
were moving to France 
for a year or two.” 

Pons’ Salt Lake City 
home is listed for sale, 
and his telephone number 
was disconnected this 
week.

In the 1960s, each university class 
was invited to enter a float in the 
Homecoming parade, said Laurel 
Farrel, a 1962 BYU graduate living in 
Maryland. 

Farrel said she helped build her 
sophomore class float. 

The class built a giant bird with 
flapping wings that could be propelled 
by the driver of a Jeep hidden under 
the bird structure, she said. 

“We forgot to find a way to extend 
the exhaust pipe of the Jeep out from 


under the float, so the poor driver . 


became ghastly ill from the fumes and 
spent the rest of Homecoming a little 
green around the gills,” Farrel said. 


Some alumni said they have never 
missed a BYU Homecoming football 
game, and football is the heart of 
Homecoming traditions. 

Bingham said BYU played the Uni- 
versity of Utah in a Homecoming 
game he attended as an undergradu- 
ate. 

The game was played in the old 
field where the Stephen L. Richards 
Building now stands, Bingham said.

Bush faces tough questions about gulf 


WASHINGTON — President Bush faces key decisions in the coming weeks 
that could signal whether he anticipates a lengthy standoff with Iraq’s Saddam 
Hussein or wants American forces prepared to attack. 

Following are some of the questions facing Bush: 

— Whether to add more troops to the U.S. deployment, now at 220,000 and 
scheduled to peak at 240,000. 

— Whether to withdraw some units not essential to defending Saudi Arabia, 
a decision which could assuage growing public concern about the prospects of 
war without diminishing the force’s defensive capabilities. 

— Approving a Pentagon troop rotation plan, now in the draft stages, that 
sources said should be ready for White House review in a week or so. 

— Whether to use his authority to extend 90-day Reserve call-ups for 
another 90 days. 

The U.S. deployment reached a symbolic juncture Wednesday with the 
arrival in Saudi Arabia of the final elements of the 11th Air Defense Brigade 
from Fort Bliss in Texas. It was the last combat unit scheduled for deployment 
in the region, Pentagon sources said. 

The only remaining troops scheduled to be sent to the area are in support 
units. They should all arrive in the next three weeks, bringing the total 
deployment to 240,000, said the sources,. speaking on the condition of 
anonymity. a 


Blacks may get more power in S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — The government Wednesday recom- 
mended a new political system that would allow black majority rule, but still 
give whites and other minorities substantial power. 

The proposal includes a call for one race-based chamber of Parliament, a 
proposal expected to draw criticism from the African National Congress. 

President F.W. de Klerk has said a new constitution would have to be 
negotiated between his white-led government and opposition groups such as 
the ANC. 

The proposal — the first government report on the new constitution — 
offered the most specific details to date on how de Klerk’s government envis- 
aged a political system in which there could be an elected black government. 

The report, by an advisory body controlled by de Klerk’s party, also for- 
mally reversed decades of government plans to establish 10 “independent” 
black homelands. It said only one of the 10 was “economically viable.” 


U.S. soldiers create comforts of home 


IN EASTERN SAUDI ARABIA — Soldiers in the desert find creature 
comforts any way they can. A water bag is turned into a shower. A 55-gallon 
drum and a block of ice converts into a cooler. An overturned stretcher is 
card table. 

They may have no choice about being in a scorching desert, but the troops 
try small touches to make their hardscrabble home as comfortable as possible. 

“This is either the world’s biggest beach or the world’s biggest ash tray,” 
said Pvt. Scott Tenhagen, 19, of the 92nd Field Artillery. 

“We're waiting for our grass to grow, but since we don’t have alawn mower, 
we hope it doesn’t,” Tenhagen, of Burlington, Ky., said from his tent. 

The division, normally based in the arid lands of central Texas at Fort Hood, 
has been encamped in Saudi Arabia’s fierce desert for 10 days. The 2nd Platoon 
calls its area “Six Flags Over Saudi Arabia,” although it hardly looks like an 

amusement park. 

“Their olive-colored military tents are one of the few green things sprouting 
pom a tortured landscape that supports only the hardiest camels, goats and 
sheep. 


Senate passes Hatch’s art-obscenity bill 


WASHINGTON — The Senate decisively rejected a move Wednesday to 
slap tough new anti-obscenity curbs on the National Endowment for the Arts 
and voted to penalize artists whose federally subsidized works are deemed 
obscene by the courts. 

Ignoring charges by Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., that the endowment is 
financing obscenity produced by “sleazeballs”, the Senate approved scrapping 
current restrictions on the kinds of art eligible for federal support. 

Ona 73-24 roll call, the Senate embraced a bipartisan compromise offered by 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, that would require the endowment to.recoup its 
money from grant recipients who are subsequently convicted of violating.

Work force disrupted as Israel bars Arabs 


JERUSALEM — Tractors stood dusty and idle at a Jerusalem construction 
site Wednesday, and a nervous Jewish shopkeeper kept a steak knife near his 
cash register. 

The scenes revealed an Israel suddenly fearful of the Arabs in its midst after 
a wave of attacks on Jews. 

The violence prompted the government to adopt the unusual tactic of sealing 
off the occupied territories. Roadblocks kept Palestinians from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip out of Israel, while police swept out those left behind. 

Tel Aviv police said they fielded more than 1,700 calls from Israelis report- 
ing on the presence of Arabs who should have stayed at home. 

The closure, ordered by Defense Minister Moshe Arens after a wave of 
Arab-Jewish clashes, virtually removed the backbone of Israel’s blue-collar 
work force and disrupted many industries. 

Most Israelis, still shaken by the violence, were not sure the ban would 
work.

Johnson Controls Inc. excludes fertile women from jobs involving exposure 
to substances likely to harm a developing fetus. A manufacturer of lead 
batteries, Johnson Controls refuses to “require an employer to damage un- 


born children.”

Conclusive evidence exists 
showing the governmental lead 
safety standards followed by the 
Johnson Company are probably 
insufficient to protect fetuses 
from neurological damage. 

International Union contends 


« that the Johnson Controls policy violates Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
which bars discrimination in employment on the basis of sex, as well as the 
Pregnancy Discrimination Act which bars discrimination on the basis of 
pregnancy. An appeals court upheld the Johnson Controls policy without a 


* trial. 


« _ While it may be that a decision in favor of the International Union would be 
in accordance with current precedents, such a decision avoids the real issue of 


* fetal rights. 


«  Torule in favor of the union is to miss an excellent opportunity to recognize 
. the rights of the unborn and deal with the real issues behind Roe vs. Wade — 
* those of defining the beginnings of life (as the commencement of brain waves) 
+ and the rights to be accorded to these living, although unborn children. 

It must be admitted that any other decision than to favor the Johnson 
_ Company would be a facade. To throw the case out and rule for an upgrading of 
» the current governmental safety standards, thus allowing women to work 
without fear of harming the developing fetus, is to dodge the issue. 

We believe the Supreme Court must uphold the Johnson Company and 
accept the consequences of this decision. Rewrite Roe vs. Wade. Define the 
beginnings of life. Balance the right of the mother and the father against those 


of the unborn child.

Stop abortion 


To the Editor: 

When our Utah Legislature re- 
fused to pass an anti-abortion bill last 
session, they instead set up a task 
force to study the issue a little more. 
Since May, this task force has been 
holding hearings throughout the sum- 
mer listening to testimony for and 
against abortion. 

They’ have’ how drafted a bill which 


‘willbe préseritéd to the Legislature in 


January 1991, which they want to 
take before the people of Utah for 
approval or disapproval. They are 
conducting public hearings in nine dif- 
ferent areas of Utah from Oct. 22 to 
Nov. 7. For the Orem/Provo area it 
will be Nov. 1 at Orem City Council 
Chambers at 7 p.m. 

It is vital that we who are opposed 
to abortion show up at these hearings 
to express our views on the proposed 
legislation. Some parts of the bill need 
to be cut because they are too broad 
and have too many loopholes. 

More than 27 million unborn babies 
have been killed since Roe vs. Wade 
in 1973. Norma MCorvery was the 
Roe in Roe vs. Wade.

They also had no 
chance at recruits since they started 
so late. They had a really decent team 
last year,” Peterson said. 

To the boys on the front line, there 
was more to last year’s team than just 
a late start. “We had a lot of good 
physical talent, but we didn’t have the 
unity we needed as a team,” said de- 
fense specialist Chris Rushing, a re- 
turning player. 

His teammate, Jeff Arnold, agrees.

Utahns dislike 
budget cuts, 
survey says

SALT LAKE CITY — The major- 
ity of Utahns feel Congress and Presi- 
dent Bush should limit their bud- 
getary cuts to military spending and 
foreign aid, a public opinion survey 
shows. 

The copyright Deseret News-KSL 
TV Poll, published Wednesday, re- 
vealed that given 10 categories of 
budget reductions, most Utahns only 
agreed with those two areas. 

Forty-six percent said cut farm 
subsidies, but 50 percent said no. 
Forty-eight percent said cut parks 
and recreation budgets, but 49 per- 
cent said no. 

‘Seventy-one percent said social 
service programs shouldn’t be cut, 
and 90 percent said Social Security 
shouldn’t be cut. 

Seventy-nine percent said don’t cut 
health programs, 89 percent said 
don’t cut educational programs, 59 
percent said don’t cut environmental 
funding, and 79 percent don’t want 
Medicare benefits trimmed. 

In fact, two of the main parts of 
Bush’s package — a gasoline tax in- 
crease and a cut in Medicare funding 
— are opposed by Utahns, Jones 
found.

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Districts declare war on drugs | - 477

The fight against drugs needs to be 
an all-out war, the superintendent of 
the Alpine School District said. 

“Victory will require all of us, with 
banners flying and bugles blaring. 
The schools, the government agen- 
cies, the family — all must make the 
war on drugs a number one priority. 
It is question of survival,” Steven C. 
Baugh said. 

All 89 schools in the Alpine, Provo 
and Nebo School Districts are partici- 
pating in National Red Ribbon Week 
to call attention to the need for all 
people to work for a drug-free Amer- 
ica. 


Started in 1985, the National Red 
Ribbon Campaign was begun in re- 
sponse to the murder of American 
drug enforcement agent Enrique Ca- 
marena by Mexican drug traffickers. 

The project was necessary in the 
schools because a large percentage of 
the American public is now alcoholic, 
and nearly a third of the population 
uses drugs on a daily basis, Baugh 
said. 

Baugh said there are many things 
that are being done in the Alpine 
School District to prevent the use of 
drugs among students. 

First, the district has begun class 
activities at all grade levels to pro- 
mote drug-awareness and self-image 
development.

Vaccinations: 
They’re not 
just for kids

The need to better educate adults 
about protecting themselves against 
vaccine-preventable diseases has led 
Gov. Norm Bangerter to proclaim 
this week Adult Immunization Week. 

“Immunizations aren’t just for 
kids,” said Rick Crankshaw, manager 
of the Utah Department of Health’s 
Immunization Program. For adults, 
there are vaccines available that can 
prevent serious diseases. 

People older than 15 accounted for 
43 percent of reported measles cases 
in 1987. From 1985-87, more than 90 
percent of tetanus cases and 80 per- 
cent of diphtheria cases occurred in 
people older than 20, Crankshaw 
said. 

“There has been a major outbreak 
of measles throughout the country, 
and young people need to be revacci- 
nated,” said Joice Frisby, public 
health nurse and clinic coordinator for 
the Provo Health Department. Peo- 
ple need to be revaccinated with the 
measles/mumps/rubella (MMR) vac- 
cination if they were born between 
1957-1970, Frisby said. 

The Health Department and Mc- 
Donald Health Center give basic im- 
munizations. An MMR costs $28, a flu 
vaccination is $5 and a tetanus/diph- 
theria (TD), which should be given 
every 10 years, costs $3.
